BRAVERY ‘FLOATS VESSEL 


Officers and Men e 8 to 
Disabled Machinery. 


Newport, R. I., Aug. 24.—[Special. Im- 
prisoned in the submarine boat Porpoise, 120 


‘feet below the surface, with the machinery 


eisabled and with water creeping in, Lieut. 
Charles P. Nelson, with Lieut. L. S. Shap- 
ley, both of United States navy, and a crew 
of eight men, worked for forty-five minutes 
with the energy of despair to prevent them- 
selves from being entombed alive. 
Lileuts. Nelson and Shapley took the Por- 
Roof lightship, 
and there submerged it preparatory for 
trimming at a depth of twenty feet. The 
valves were closed to let the water in the 
trimming tanks, but instead of remaining 
stationary when the twenty foot depth was 
reached the boat kept settling until it 
rested on the bottom at a depth of 120 feet. 


Vessel Fails to Rise. 

It was apparent that something was the 
matter, and the tanks were blown out to 
give the vessel buoyancy; but when they 
were emptied the Porpoise falied to rise to 
the surface. 

The pressure was greater than the vessel 
was prepared safely to withstand. Water 
was coming in not only through the torpedo 
tube, but through the seams in the side. 
There was nothing to do but to get the water 
out of the trimming tanks in some manner. 
The way this could be done was with an 
air pump worked by hand, which is always 
carried in the boat. Enough pressure was 
sent into the tanks to send the boat upward at 
the rate of 120, feet in 15 seconds, but still it 
refused to budge, and all the time the water 
was coming in the crew kept at the air pump, 
and after forty-five minutes the boat began to 
rise, and soon it came to the surface all right.

At that time there was fifteen inches of 
water in the vessel which to the crew ap- 


drown them. There was mo escape from the 
vessel. To open the top of the conning tower

Mrs. MacMahon was “the widow of James’ 

MacMahon, who was until his death six years 
ago a leader in Evanston politics. He left her 
a small estate, of which H. H. C. Miller, John 
R. Lindgren, and Dr. Arthur W. Little were 
the executors. During five years Mrs. Mac- 
Mahon resided in Evanston, and then, when 
it was seen that if her living expenses were 
not cut down she would be left penniless in 
her old age, the executors decided it best to 
send her to the church home, where she 
would be taken care of. 
In Marengo street, near the Chicago, Au- 
rora and Elgin electric railroad tracks, last 
night Policeman William Lempke of Har- 
lem found the body of a woman who appar- 
ently had committed suicide by swallowing 
ecarbolic acid.

TIME IN ITS HISTORY.

Washington, D. C., Aug. 24.—[Special.]— 
The annual report of the pension commission- 


er for the year ending June 30, 1904, shows 
that 47,874 persons were added to the rolls 


and 40.187 dropped, a net decrease for the 


first time in the history of the department. 
The appropriation for the year was $146,- 
419,296 and the expenditures only $144,712,- 
787, leaving a balance of $1,706,508. 
Of the 47,374 persons added to the pension 


rolls 326 were by special act of congress, and. 


of the 49,157 pensioners who were dropped 
death claimed 43,820, of whom 31,728 were 


soldiers, 30,071 being volunteers of the n 


war. 

The total number of pensioners on the 
rolls as covered by the report is 720,815 
soldiers, 273,841 widows and dependents, and 
606 army nurses. 

The report refers to the order issued by the 
commissioner March 15 last in which age is 
made an evidence of disability, and says that 
in three and a half months of its operation 
only 8 per cent, or 28,806 out of 375,000 pen- 
sioners, have asked for increase under its 
terms. The report says the order introduces 


no new principle, and is in the direct line of 


economy, as it certainly is in the line of prece-
